This is a unit of Radio Set AN/VRC-19. As I recall the transmitter 
covers around 150-174 Mhz. They will tune up on 2 meters OK. 
Very well made, but one must be VERY careful of the filament voltage 
on the subminiature tubes (1AD4's, 5678's etc.) Anything over 1.3 
volts will shorten the life disasterously! This was the downfall of the 
VRC-19 and FRC-27: very poor filament voltage regulation! If they 
had the flatpack IC regulators for the rig then, it would have been 
a very decent radio for its day!

Chris et al: I ran a Swan 260 for a couple of hours - about all the 
marine battery would do, and until the gas generator ran out of fuel . 
. learned a lot, and had a lot of fun, if you call ripping out what 
little hair I have left fun 

The inverter in the Swan soaks up ergs so fast, in just getting set up, 
I drained the batt B4 noon, and didn't get on air til 4PM CST. Once the 
batt dropped below 11 volts, the set would refuse to transmit, but would 
receive just fine, leading me to think it was faulty, so I spent a 
fractious hour on the bench with it - leaving more hair on the floor . 


It never quite does the rated 260 watts PEP - more like 90 (carrier) on 
HF, and as little as 30 on 10. Seems like a lot of folks had big mouths 
and little ears: I had to turn the gain down to stand them, yet they 
couldn't hear me . . . once it got dark and the dew fell, the (40 meter) 
dipole fed with ladder-line was useless - I couldn't tune out the SWR, 
even with my MFJ 949D. I switched (which entails dragging everything 
across the room) to the 7.13 mc inverted V, and finished out on it, 
calling it quits at 3 AM when the gas ran out (of me AND the gen). 

I wasn't too surprised how many ran Delta class down south - the 
heat/humidity is well-nigh unbearable. 

I made a big 18 contacts in the two hours, all SSB. My CW is so bad, I 
couldn't get anyone to come back to me .
